So the number of ſchools at preſent are 105 
at which there are 3024 Boys, 1102 Girls, 
in all 4126 Some viſitors being deficient or 
late in ſending reports, it is pfeſumed there 
are many moe ſcholars than the above num-_ 
ber, and hecauſe the Society are not in caſe to an- 
ſwer all who are demanding ſchools, they are ne- 
ceſſitate to remove ſome of their ſchool-maſters af- 
ter they have been two or three Years in one 
place, to another Corner, and even often to make 
falaries ſmaller than they incline ; and were it not 
for the afhiſtance the Society have, out of the roy- 
al bounty, to ſome of the ſchool-maſters for ca - 
techiſing the people who live near the ſchools, the 
ſchools would not have been ſo numerous. 

The Society is moſt defirous to give every one 
opportunity to exert themſelves in this matter, ei- 
ther by contributing their money or giving cloaths, 
viduals, books or other things needful, and they 
are willing to receive and confider any overture 
which may be offered to them for further or bet- 
ter carrying on the deſign, or rectify ing any abu- 
ſes complained of, and ſeeing they cannot them- 
ſelves viſit their ſchools, gentlemen, miniſters, 

elders and others living near thereto, are 
named as correſpondents for enquiring into the 


carriage of the maſters, their diligence, faithful - 
neſs and ſucceſs, and to report to the Society.

In pariſhes where formerly few or none conld 
read, there ate now 3co, fome piaces, 4, 5, or 600 
perions who can r:.2d. And where the holy facra- 
ment of the Lord s ſupper had not been admini- 
| fired fince the teformation, fo tar as can be learned, 
the ſame has ot late been celebrated to the great 
ſat istaction of miuiſters and others ; many inftances 
of this could be given. The Society met with great 
diſcouragements at her fi ſt attem ts. Eſpecial 
ly in the heart of the Highlands, and remote corners 
or Iſlands, where hernors were Pzpifts, or diſaffect- 
ed ro the eftablithed goverment, and the poor 
ple had then no taſte of the benefit of learning, 
10 that when ſchools were ſertled among them, few 
or none could be got to att nd the fame unleſs the 
fociety would maintain then, yea it has happened 
that when tenants ventured to ſend children to 
ſchool, ſuch tenants wete ordered to remove, but in 
moſt places it is o he: wiſe, eſpecially in the bord. rs 
of the Highlands, and in ſome Iſlands, Schools meet 
witit better encout +gemen;, and not only Chriſtian 
Knowledge and virtue [4 increaſing, but the * 3 
e : 
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Efþ language is ſpreading, fo that where the mini 
ters uſed to preach only in vriſb, they preach now 

in Engliſh, at leaſt one diet on the Lord's day, and 
in and near ſuch places, there is an earneſt deſire 
after knowledge, that in ſome places, ſervants 
leave their fervice for a time to attend theſe ſchools, 
yea even married perſons come to ſchool, or come 
at night to the ſchoolmaſters, or their ſcholars, pri- 

vately to learn reading. Upon hearing of this ſo- 
ciety, the poor inhabitants in very remote iſlands 
have collected for it, yea even above their ability, 
and have ſent in their contributions, with petitions 
to the ſociety, craving ſchools; and in divers 


places the inhabitants have of themſelves employed 


ſome of the ſociety's ſcholars, to rake up ſchools, 
but ſeveral of theſe have in a ſhort time found them- 


ſelves not able to maintain them, which has en- | 


couraged members of the ſociety to collect for hav- 
ing ſuch ſchools continued, till the funds of the ſo 
ciety ſhall allow of ſertled ſalaries. 

Several places could be condeſcended on, where 
the inhabitants were idolatrous, ſuperſtitious and 
ignorant, living without the knowledge of God, 
knew not ſo much as the creed or ten command 
ments. but given to charms, only uſing the Lord's 
name in ſpells and diabolical practices, where ſince 
the ſociety's ſchools were ſettled among them, the 
people have been brought to know the principles of 
religion, and to make good advances in the ways 
of godlineſs, and the children are inſtructing their 
poor ignorant aged parents, and children of popiſh 
parents are taught the principles of the 5
